NORTHWEST AMATEUR RADIO COUNCIL VE COMMITTEE MEETING 


The flyer prepared for distrribution announcing the Nov. 3 
session was discussed. 


1984 test 
After some discussion regarding the identification 
which candidates are required to bring to the test site it was decided 

the flyer was ready for distribution as prepared. Distribution of the 
Flyers will be handled by individual area clubs. Recommended distribution 
areas were club newsletters, schools, ham -related businesses FCC and 
etc... 

After completing the VE "Open Book Review" questions and sending to ARRL, 
applicant will receive request to re-answer additional questions for 
accreditation. 


The setting up of the test area rooms was covered next. One room wiil 

be used for code test and written test and another room for written 

test only. Upon review of Nov. candidate applications at the next 
meeting, it will be determined how to seat candidates and the VE assign- 
ments. Hopefully all accredited VEs will attend and take part in the 
Nov. test session. Amateurs who are not accredited VEs may take an 
active part in the testing as security, on talk-in, parking and other 
activities. VE team members must have proof of accreditation with then 
at the time the test is being administered. 

The FCC 30 day test waiver is no longer available. Running test sessions 
on the first Saturday of each month may not allow for a 30 day wait- 

ing period between test times. It was suggested we contact the FCC 

to see if this will be a problem. 

The VE program will be a committee of the Northwest Area Radio Council. 
The council will co-ordinate VE programs and offer assistance to groups 
outside the greater Portland area upon request. NARC will be informed 

of each months test session and given names of contacts and liason 
persons.. 

Two people are registered with the ARRL VEC program to conduct testing 
the Contact and the Liason. For Nov. and Dec. sessions Randy Cobb, 
KA7HJT will be the Contact and Armand, WA7IIM will be Liason. 
positions will rotate in the future. 

Bob Sauter, KA7AHF will contact the NW repeater group about the VE 
program and Bob Orr, KB7CC will assist Armand in contacting people about 
program and future meetings of this committee. Armand will be visiting 

¥ various area clubs to explain the VE program. 

A list of accredited VEs should be sent to Armand or Randy as 
soon as possible for compiling by Rozy Clulow, KA7CED. 

It was decided that at the Nov, test session all clubs repre- 
sented will be used to administer tests with no one club doing 
any one specific part of the testing.

CONTEST COMMITTEE MINUTES 


SEPTEMBER 18, 1984 


The OTVARC Contest Committee met to discuss the August Happy Hour and other upcom- 
ming club contests. A total of four (4) logs were received by the committee within 
the deadline. The committee reviewed the logs; a winner was decided and will be 
‘announced at the October club meeting. 

The Rusty Key Night scheduled for October 11 has been rescheduled to November 15 

to allow additional time for promotion and avoid conflicts with other club funct- 
ions. The annual contest has also been shortened to two hours; from 7:30 to 9:30 
pm. A number of club members have commented on the excessive time period of prev- 
ious RKN contests. The ten meter Novice/Technician band will again be used betwe- 
en the frequencies of 28.100 and 28.200 MHZ. All stations will sign with their 
calls followed by a slash and their abbreviated operating class, for example 
K7JF/AE, KA7KBH/T etc. The exchange will consist of report, name and three letter 
abbreviation of city. Double points will count for all contacts with Novice or 
Technician stations. Following the contest, operator signatures may be obtained 

for one additional point per.contact. Logs will be due to the committee postmarked 
no later than December 20, 1984. Additional details will follow in the November 
club newsletter. The Contest Committee hopes that all club members will participate 
in this year's event. 


Discussion began on next February's Valentine's Day operation. Decisions must be 
made within the month to allow adaquate notice to the national magazines. It was 
suggested that rather than having three seperate stations on different bands over 
a ten-hour period, that a single multi-operator station be set up and run for 

24 hours. There would be one station on the air at a time, however, various oper- 
ators could take shifts thereby reducing stress, etc. No decisions were made on 
this operation, in favor of treatment by other members of the committee and club.
